Mayor Ron Selph said last 
week he has revised the 
criteria for soun the 
‘warning sirens to give 
residents extra time to take 
safety precautions. 

The city’s sirens will now 
sound if: 

» The National Weather 
Bureau or local television 
stations issue a tornado 
warning without giving further 
specifics, or 

- Winds of 70 miles per hour 
are forecast, or 

» A tornado is sighted within 
a 10-mile radius of the city. 

In the past, sirens were only 
used if a tornado had been 
sighted and verified.

residents not call police when 
the sirens are sounded. 

“In a situation like that, our 
dispatchers are busy. The best 
thing to do to get further 
information is to tune in to 
radio or television weather 
reports,”’ Ruebhausen said.

the state within a 24-hour 
period — more than the state 
usually experiences in a year.

A Granite City man federal prosecutors 
call the leader of one of the largest meth- 
amphetamine distribution conspiracies in 
the country has received a 30-year sen- 
tence. 

In a hearing before U.S. District Court 
Judge William D. Stiehl on May 9, Don 
Steven Skaggs, 39, of the 2800 block of 
Lincoln Avenue, was sentenced to 360 
months for conspiracy to distribute meth- 
amphetamine and a concurrent sentence 
of 240 months for money laundering. 

He’ was also fined $3,500 and an order 
juiring the forfeiture of assets valued 

.8 million was also entered. 

Items to be forfeited include real estate, 
automobiles and $1.8 million in cash. The 
items were either used in the illegal 
activity or purchased with the proceeds

A three-year contract giving Madison 
teachers an average 12.7 percent raise over the 
life of the contract was approved Thursday by 
the Board of Education. 

Both union and school district officials said 
the contract was a good one and praised the 
ne; pdintors. i ct 

“It was a a very professio: up of le 
to work with,” said Superintendent ary ret: 


son. 

Members of the teacher’s union ratified the 
contract two weeks ago, but had to wait until 
the board meeting for its approval, said Union 
President Don Smith. 

In the first year, teachers will receive a 3 
percent increase, a 4.7 percent increase the 
socond year, and a 5 percent increase the 


“The contract was received fairly well in the 
district,”” Smith said. “This is probably our last 
year on the (Illinois State Board of Education’s 
) financial watch list so that was our main 
concern.”” 

With step increases — based on the number 
of years working in the district — teachers 
should see average pay increase of about $1,000 
the first year. 


He said that was the reason for the smaller 
salary increase in the first year of the 
contract. 

Allison said the district’s finances are ‘‘on 
line” and they should complete the 
requirements to be taken off the list this year. 
After that it is a matter of going through the 
necessary paperwork. 

The contract also removes the pay rate for 
substitute teachers from the contract, 
something Allison said allows the district more 
flexibility in hiring substitute teachers. 

It also provides a $500 yearly increase in the 
district’s tuition budget allocation for 
continuing education. The current amount is 
$4,500, and will raise to $6,000 at the end of the 
contract. 

The contract also increases the severance 
pay for accrued sick leave to $20 per day from 
$10 for employees who have been with the 
district at least 10 years and inform the board 
of their retirement by Feb. 15 of the school 
year. It would be eliminated for other workers. 

The contract also increases the district’s 
contribution to family insurance to $30 per 
month from $20. 

After approving the contract, the board went 
into executive session to discuss negotiations 
with the district’s secretaries

TIF district being sought 
for southwestern part of city

Granite City leaders are seeking to establish 
a tax increment finance district on the south- 
west end of town. 

The TIF district would enable a businessman 
to develop a flood-plagued 18-acre site at the 
intersection of Illinois 3 and Rock Road. 

A TIF district is a development tool for 
blighted areas. When the TIF district is 
formed, the amount of property tax money 
generated\within the district is “frozen” at its 
existing level. Any future property tax money 
above the freeze level can be withheld from 
other taxing bodies in the district and rebated 
to the TIF district. The rebated funds can be 
used’ for improvements in the TIF district 


Ted Prehn, a developer from Bethalto, has 
asked for the assistance so the he can con- 
struct a 3-acre lake that would act as stormwa- 
ter retention basin within his development, 
which he said would be mostly commercial 
establishments or indoor manufacturing enter- 
prises. ° 

On Tuesday, the Granite City School Board 
agreed in principal not to oppose the proposed 
TIF district and development as long as it did 
not contain residential housing. 

Prehn’s plans call for subdivision of the prop- 
erty into 12 lots of various sizes and $5 million 
in development over a five-year period. 

Dan Brown, the city’s economic development 
director, said the TIF funds would be used only 
to- pay for the construction of the lake and a

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Pay raises called a compromise 


Four county officeholders will get at least 33 percent hikes 


When all was said and done, after 90 minutes 
of debate, raises for four Madison County period. 
officials were a compromise Wednesday: 

The officeholders had sought large 
immediate raises and 4 percent raises in each 
of the next three fiscal years. The approved 
plan spreads out the raises but provide 


and recorder of deeds will each receive raises 
of 33 percent by fiscal year 2000. The coroner 
will receive a 50 percent jump over the same 


riod. 

Each of the officeholders will make $69,906 
by fiscal year 2000 under the plan. 

The coroner earns $45,561 now while the 
other three officeholders receive $52,416. The 
raise package sets pay for the four offices at 
$57,916 the it year; with increases to $69,906 
in the fourth year. 

Talk of ‘“‘compromise”’ had been in the air 
since the offi ders’ pay proposal first 
surfaced two weeks ago. Bathon said various 
options were discussed Tuesday with several 
board members. 

“We had kicked around all kinds of 
numbers,” Recorder Dan Donohoo said. 
“Bringing it in over a four-year period is 
fairer, and there’s less money involved. It’s 
still substantially less than (pay for) a number 
of people in county government.’’ 

inance Committee ChairmarrBill Little of 
Alton, ‘who offered the pay hike-plan approved 
by the board, said the four county offices have 
salaries that are $9,000 to $10,000 less than 
those in counties of similar population. 

‘*The raises have been very, very low the 
last three terms,’’ he said 

The board also approved pay boosts for the 
15 board members who will be elected in 
November and for the county board chairman, 
who will be elected by the new board. 

Circuit Clerk Matt Melucci and Coroner 
Dallas Burke joined Bathon and Donohoo in 
seeking the increases. The four, all Democrats 
seeking re-election against Republican 
opponents in November, said the salaries for 
the offices had slipped significantly in relation 
to many appointed county officials 

They originally recommended that pay for 
the offices be increased to $62,000 for the fiscal 
year that begins Dec. 1 and rise to $69,742 by 
fiscal year 2000. 

Instead, the board voted 18-9 to approve 
Little’s proposal. Over all, the package saves 
the county $8,088 over four years compared 
with the officeholders’ 1 

Little called his propo: ‘air increase for 
these four individu als who have brought profes 
sionalism to their offices.”

SPRINGFIELD — Prosecu- 
tors are optimistic a bill will 
pass to make it more difficult 
to use psychot ic use 
as a shield against criminal 
prosecution. 

“Clearly, the defense bar is 
not excited about it, but I don’t 
know of any active opposi- 
tion,’’ said Don Hays, le; - 
tive director for the Illinois 
State Appellate Prosecutor’s 
office. 

Madison Mii 8 State’s 
Attorney William laine has 
been pushing the legislation, 
now pending before the Senate, 
that would abolish the current 
law relating to psychotropic 
drugs and insert more restric- 
tive provisions. 

Hays and Haine said a series 
of court decisions in the past 
two years prompted the legis- 
lative proposal. 

The recent Fifth District 
Appeals Court decision revers- 
ing the drug convictions of for- 
mer East Alton attorney Ger- 
ald Bassett bolstered Haine’s 
push for the legislative solu- 
tion. 

“Because of the Bassett case 
we are sexing the General 
Assembly to s' in and act 
responsibly on behalf of law 
enforcement. This decision has 
made a mockery of the 
courts,’’ Haine charged. 

The appeals court reversed 
Bassett’s convictions on the 
grounds he was taking psycho- 
tropic drugs and was unfit to 
stand trial. However, Bassett, 
who represented himself, had 
refused before his trial to be 
screened for them and resisted 


a fitness hearing, prompting 
Haine to call it a “ridiculous 
decision.” 

The roposed legislation 


would abolish the current law, 
which states that rsons tak- 
ing psychotropic drugs under 
medical direction are entitled 
to a fitness hearing unless the 

court finds the defendant fit. 
The new language says that 
a defendant shall not be pre- 
sumed incompetent solely from 
taking the drugs but is entitled 
to’ request..a hearing. A hear- 
ing could also be requested by 
tHe prosecution or the court, 

according to the legislation.

ow does your gar- 

den grow? Really, 

that is, we're not 

quoting an old 

nursery rhyme. 
Have you ever wondered 
exactly what makes a 
plant do its thing? It's a 
complex subject, but since 
we thought you'd like to 
know, we'll delve into it, 
with an attempt to be as 
brief as possible. 






First of all, think of the 
circulatory system in our 
own bodies. A plant's sys- 
tem performs many of the 
same functions, but ina 
different manner. In fact, 
it's not even called a circu- 
latory system, since 
nothing circulates. Callita 
transport system and 
you'll be correct. 








Plants boast two trans- 
port systems. One carries 
water and dissolved 
nutrients from roots to 
leaves, while the other 
system carries sugars and 
other manufactured 
material from the leaves to 
all other parts of the plant. 


The nutrients that are 
carried upward flow 
through a system of very 
small tubes called the 
xylem, pronounced ZIE- 
lem. In woody plants, this 
is the outermost layer of 
wood. The wood, which is 
just under the bark, 
contains these tubes. They 
extend all the way to and 
into the plants’ leaves, 
where they end in the leaf 
tissue. Water then exits 
the xylem in the leaf tissue 
and evaporates through 
microscopic pores in the 
leaf. These pores are 
called stomates. 


The evaporation of the 
water through the 
stomates is called 
transpiration. This is an 
important function, since 
it not only provides the 
power to move the water 
and nutrients into the 
leaves, but the evapora- 
tion also cools the leaf. 


If anything interferes 
with the above process, 
illness_can befall the plant, 
just as human bodies 
would react negatively to 
the same situation, Dry 
soil, a cut or plugged root 
system ora root system 
that is otherwise i 
unhealthy can kill a plant.

yellow. Leaves can even 
wilt or scorch in hotter 
weather, since the demand 
for water is higher, and the 
leaves lose water faster 
than it can be replaced. 


Plants control the trans- 
Piration by opening and 
closing their stomates. 
They're closed at night, 
but open up again in the 
morning. 


The part of this 
transport system that 
carries sugars and other 
material from the leaves to 
the rest of the plant is 
called phloem, pro- 
nounced FLO-em. This 
system of tubes is just 
inside the bark on woody 
plants like trees. If you 
were to peel some Of the 
bark, the white part of the 
bark you'd see is the 
phloem. 


Phloem flow's slow, more 
so than xylem flow. If you 
got that out on the first 
try, congratulations. 
Sugars and other material 
manufactured in the 
leaves slowly diffuse 
through the phloem, to 
growing shoots, flowers, 
fruits and whatever else 
the plant contains. This 
flow eventually terminates 
at the roots. 


We've just touched the 
surface on this subject, 
but it gives you some idea 
of what goes on inside a 
plant, at least we hope. 
There's photosynthesis, 
root growth, trunk growth 
and much more involved. 
We'll get into these topics 
deeper in the near future.

Born and raised in South St. Louis, Mary 
‘Thomas, 67, entered the Sisters of Divine 
Providence in 1946, but said she had decided to 
become.a nun while in second grade. 

“] guess ever since grade school I wanted to 
be one,”’ she said. ‘‘I experienced God ina 
special way and I really wanted to continue his 
mission 

“T remember in second grade a sister came 
in and showed movies on vocations,” she said 
“[ decided in the second grade I was going to 
become a nun.”' 

However, she didn’t tell anybody until she 
started her senior year in high school. 

“My parents were very surprised,” 

Although she wanted to be a nurse. 
Thomas started as a school teacher, including 
three years at St. Marks in Venice 

“T always wanted to be a nurse, but at that 
time they needed teachers,” she said. 

In 1954 she got her chance to study nursing 
at St. Louis University. She received her 
bachelor’s degree in 1958 and a master’s in 
hospital administration in 1960. 

She came to St. Elizabeth Medical Center in 
1960 as assistant administrator and nursing 
service director, and became administrator in 
1961. 

“In health field, they change the titles 
around, but it’s the same job,” she said 

Since the early 1960s, Sister Thomas said the 
biggest changes has been the growth of 
outpatient services. 

“I guess you would say now that hospitals 
are out-patient facilities with beds,”’ she said. 

Part of this is because of advances in 
technology and also because of changes in 
health care industry finances. 

“The times have changed drastically, and 
changes in reimbursement have also changed 
drastically,” she said: ‘‘The hospital is paid, in 
many cases, by the diagnosis. You get so much 
for.the diagnoses, no matter if the patient 
stays for a month or a day.” 

She said that has made it difficult in some 
cases. 

“You can’t send a patient home before 
they’re really ready to go,”” she said 

She said the increase in paperwork has also 









changed health care. 

“It's become so complicated,’’ she said. ‘I’m 
sure that if Adam and Eve had to eat that 
apple and they saw what came from it, they 
would have never done it 

“You feel bad because the nurses spend 
more time writing than with the patient,”’ she 
said. “It’s sad and it’s a shame, because the 
nurses would much rather be with the patients 
and the doctors would much rather be with the 
patients.” 

She said the key is remembering why the 
hospital is here. 

“What are we here for...2000 years ago Jesus 
was healing pecple,’’ she said. ‘‘We’re here 
today to continue that work.”’ 

The rising cost of health care is also forcing 
other changes on the hospital, she said. 

She said capitation — where a company pays 
a set fee to the hospital to provide health care 
for its workers and their families — will 
probably come to the area in a few years. 

“It’s here already in some cases, mostly on 
East and West Coast, which is good because 
we learn from them and see how it’s done,” 
she said. 

These changes are also forcing hospitals — 
St. Elizabeth among them — to join together in 
hospital systems or health networks. 

“Eventually the hospital will have to join a 
system,”’ she said. 

The challenge is to join a system and 
maintain the hospital’s independence and 
religious orientation. 

“We would not go with a non-Catholic 
group,”’ she said. ‘‘The sisters would still 
retain ownership of St. Elizabeth’s, but we 
would be part of a system.” 

To a certain extent, that is already 
happening in some areas. 


“Right now we have combiried our lab 
services with St. Anthony’s in Alton and St 
Elizabeth’s in Belleville,” she said. ‘‘Those 
kinds of things are going to happen because the 
costs of health care are spiraling. 

“The problem is that we’ve invented stuff 
that people can’t afford,” she said 

“Joining with other hospitals is not too far 
(in the future),”’ she added. “‘But we want to 
go with the system that is the best for the 
people we serve.’’

Without a living will, the decision of when to 
stop treating a terminally ill patient ey, 
falls on the family. This can create turmoil, 
especially if family members-disagree on what 
should be done. 

“That's not the time to be thinking about it,”” 
she said. ‘‘The time to think about it is when 
you’re well and OK and you're not concerned 
about anything special.’” 

She-‘said studies have shown the lack of a 
living will can also force doctors to continue 
treatment because of a fear of legal action. 

“Patients didn’t want it and yet it was con- 
tinued to be given, and: sometimes it was 
because the people were afraid of lawsuits,””

she said. 

“That’s why it’s so important to have a liv- 
ing will and power of attorney,” she said. “I 
really push for it.”” 

In many cases, when the subject is brought 
up, patients respond that they don’t want. to 
discuss money. 

“We're not talking about money; that’s not 
the question,” she said. “‘The question is: If 
it’s futile, if it’s not going to make the person 
whole enough again that they are really going 
tobe able to do anything, then let the disease 
take care of itself and let the person die. 
“Get your living will,” she said. “Get your 
power of attorney, so that there is somebody 
there who knows your wishes and can tell the 
doctor.””

An 18-year-old Wood River 
man has been charged as an 
adult in a murder-for-hire spe 
in which he allegedly tri to 
kill his rival. 

Madison County prosecutors 
Thursda: charged Shawn 
McDonald with solicitation of 
murder for hire and with con- 
spiracy to commit first-degree 

ler. The es were the 
result of a two-year court bat- 
tle that reached the 5th Dis- 
trict Appellate Court. 

McDonald, who is serving 
time in a juvenile prison facili- 
ty on unrelated es, was 
arrested in November 1993 
after he allegedly tried to hire 
a man, who turned out to be a 
police informant, to help kill a 
25-year-old man who had been 
dating McDonald’s former girl- 
friend. 

McDonald, who was 15 at the 
time, allegedly offered about 
$800 worth of Higer in exchange 
for the planned killing. 

Prosecutors arrested McDon- 
ald on juvenile delinquency 
charges and petitioned a Madi- 
son County judge to certify 
him as an adult to face tough- 
er charges. Associate Ju ge 
Michael Meehan denied the 
state’s motion to certify. 

The appellate court in Janu- 
ary ruled Meehan had erred in 
his decision and said McDon- 
ald met. all the requirements to 
stand trial as an adult, includ- 
ing sufficient evidence to war- 
rant a criminal indictment as 
well as evidence suggesting 
the alleged offense was com- 
mitted in an aggressive and 
premeditated manner. 

The higher court remanded 
the case back to the jurisdic- 
tion of county prosecutors last 
week, which allowed them an 
opportunity to file adult charg- 
e 


S.

“The southwest corner is no safer than any other part of the 
building,’’ Schultz said. ‘‘The safest place to be is in a basement 
under something sturdy — like a work bench.” 

If there is no basement, the safest place tobe is in a'small 
interior room, like a closet or a bathroom, he'said. 

“Always stay away from outside walls and windows.” 

Another myth is that ‘“‘windows should always be cpened to 
equalize pressure.” on 

pens. a window to equalize pressure dirifig a tornado is 
ineffective, Schultz said. 

“Don’t worry about the windows. Worry about protecting. your- 
self,” he said. 

Flying glass can also be a hazard, he said. * 

A third erroneous idea is that you can outrun’a tornado in 
your car. 

“Don’t bet your life on it,” Schultz said. “‘A tornado is unpre- 
dictable. You can’t know which way it’s going to-go. If you’re in 
a car and a tornado is near, get away from the-car and lie in a 
ditch or low area, protecting your head with your hands,”

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Many changes have silently occurred in firefighting in the 
past few years. You may have seen the new buildings or trucks 
in our districts but you probably don't know about the tighter 
training requirements, clothing specifications or equipment 
mandates. 


All of this costs each department more money; your money, 
and we. are very concerned about that, plus Sor calantents pay 
tax bills to0.

Q: What is the difference between ‘‘automatic mutual aid’’ 
and ‘’mutual aid’’? 


A: ‘‘Automatic mutual aid’’ means that another department 
will be called when the predescribed situation presents itself. 
This provides additional equipment and manpower without 
having to pick up the phone. You move from point Arte: 
point ‘’B’’ without wasting time. This should save time, 
money and property. Your property. This utilizes your services 
more efficiently, and that is why the |SO adds so much credit 
if it exists. ‘’Mutual aid’’ means that situations have 
developed that require additional or specialized equipment 
that go beyond the normal scope of a fire department. An ex- 
ample of this would be a large structure fire in an area without 
water hydrants. This would require water tankers from 
throughout the area. 


Q: Are Long Lake and Mitchell the only departments in this 
area to be using this automatic mutual aid? 


A: Some departments in St. Clair County have been doing this 
for a while, and departments in St. Louis County and Northern 
Illinois have been ‘‘running automatic’’ for years. 


Q: Is there anything else | should be aware of concerning the 
automatic.mutual aid-arrangement? 


A: One of the major- concerns of all of the firefighters is the 
fact that we are all concerned about the public, you, not being 
aware of emergency vehicles approaching a fire scene from 
two directions. We hope this information will help you be alert 
to the fact that when you are on the road and hear sirens, they 
may be in front of you and behind you because they are com- 
ing from two directions.

Government bond 

Investors are attracted to 
bond funds for two reasons. 
First, government bond funds 
have monthly distributions, 
whereas individual bonds only 
pay interest semiannually. 
Second, effective management 
can control interest rate risk 
by varying the average 
maturity of the fund’s 
portfolio. 

If management believes that 
interest rates are moving 
downward, the fund will load 
up heavily on long-term 
obligations. If management 
believes rates are going 
higher, the average portfolio 
maturity can be shortened so 
that there will only be modest 
principal deterioration if rates 
go higher. 

Investors are also attracted 
to government bond funds 
because they invest in 
securities issued by the United 
States government. For 
example, treasury bonds, notes 
and bills, as well as EE bonds 
and HH bonds. This has the 
greatest amount of safet; 
possible regarding default of 
the bonds. 

In addition, government 
funds provide a yield exempt 
from state and local income 
taxes. Government bond funds 
should be purchased by the 
investor seeking maximum 
safety with a need for monthly 
income from the fund. Over 
the long term, government 
bonds have only slightly 
outperformed inflation. 
However, these funds can be a 
nice portion of a retiree’s 
portfolio, when from a mutual 
fund is needed. 

Growth

people think about investing, 
they typically are seeking 
long-term growth. In other 
words, how can they sell their 
fund for a profit after several 
years of holding it? With 
growth, capital appreciation is 
primary and income is not a 
priority. 

Those seeking growth should 
have patience and at least a 
five-year investment horizon in 
front of them before moving 
into this category. Growth 
funds typically invest in large, 
well-established companies on 
the New York.Stock Exchange. 

Growth funds’ price per 
share will fluctuate from day 
to day, but they typically will 
not vary to the extent of 
aggressive growth or 
international funds, which will 
be discussed in a future 
article. 

Most investors should have 
some portion of your long-term 
funds in this category because 
growth is the only thing that 
has consistently outperformed 
inflation through history. 

Growth and income 

These funds attempt to 
produce both capital 
appreciation and current 
income, but typically priority 
is given to the capital 
appreciation side. The growth 
side is usually invested in 
seasoned companies that pay 
high dividends. 


The basic objective of a 
growth and income fund is to 
provide long-term growth _ 
without excessive volatility in 
share price. These funds are 
normally U.S. stock companies 
with an emphasis on utility, 
computer, energy, retail and 
financial common stocks. 

High yield 

The common theme with 
high yield funds is investment 
in lower rated debt 
instruments. Bonds are 
characterized either as “band 
quality,”’ also known as 
“investment grade,”’ or as 
“junk.” 

Investment grade bonds are 
those bonds that are rated “| 
AAA, AA, A or BAA. Junk 
bonds are those instruments 
rated less than BAA, ratings 
such as BB, B, CCC, CC, C 
and D. 


Junk bonds, also referred to 
as ‘high yield,’’ offer investors 
higher yields in return for the 
additional risk of default. 
Although junk bonds may 
exhibit greater volatility than 
their investment grade peers, 
they are safer when it comes 
to interest rate risk. 


Because junk issues have 
high-yielding coupons and 
shorter maturities than 
high-quality corporate bond 
funds, they fluctuate less in 
value when interest rates 
change. Because there is 
greater risk of default with 
this category, choose your fund 
carefully after thorough 
research and tracking its 
history.

And Bath Water 


There is a bumper sticker riding around town that says 
"My other car is a broom.” It should be on Nancy's r. 

Nancy learned the word "no” at the age of two. Been her 
favorite ever since. 

Nancy has her condo on the market. Nice condo. Nothing 
grand. But Nancy thinks it is magnificent and as such should 
bring a magnificent price. So in spite of the comparable 
properties which the agent patiently showed her, and against 
the agent's pleadings, Nancy has her condo grossly 
overpriced. 

Yesterday Nancy received a purchase offer. A really 
great one. Miraculously within 5 percent of her asking price 
Closing date when Nancy wanted it. Purchaser putting 20 
percent down and already prequalified. Beautiful 

Nancy replied to it with her favorite word: "no." Not even 
a counter to the offer. Just "no." Nancy wanted full price 
End of discussion. 

Big Mistake. Nancy just threw the baby out with the bath 
water 

Never should any offer be flatly rejected. Unless the 
seller is willing to accept the contract-exactly as written 
when first presented, he she always should counter with 
something. Even if it is simply coming back with the full 
price. The point is, an offer represents a buyer who wants 
to buy. Th® seller wants to sell. The goal is to reach mutual 
agreement. If the seller flatly turns down an offer, the case 
is closed. Finished. Any chance of negotiating is ended 

Nancy gives new meaning to the word unreasonable. 
Because her property is listed far too*high it probably will 
be a long time before another buyer will offer to pay within 
5 percent of her asking price. Much less more. Perhaps this _ 
was the one in a million buyer who was willing to do so. 
Nancy will never know, though. She closed out the 
negotiations. 

Tf you are a seller and receive an offer not quite to your 
liking, don't throw it away. Keep the contract alive by 
countering. ! 

Real estate agents can’t often perform miracles, although 
some of them truly are saints. Give your agent a chance to 
use her negotiating skills. Whatever you do, don't throw the 
baby out with the bath water.
